A TRAVELING KITCHEN.

cooking on the march in a kitchen that 
rolls along beside them on wheels. The 
kitchen consists of a cylindrical boiler 
with a capacity of about forty gallons, 
and when long marches are to be made 
it is of great service. 
Russian troops 


have performed some remarkable feats 
of this kind. When General Kuropat-

kin, in a central Asia campaign 
marched a force of Turkestan troops to 
join Skobeleff in an attack on the Tur- 
comans he and his men were swallow- 
ed up in a trackless desert for twenty 
six days. Yet they covered over forty 
miles a day and marched to their desti- 
nation in perfect military order without 
a single man falling out 
This excel 


lent record .was largely dne to the as

When on the march the Russians se 
cure considerable food as they go 
along. The traveling kitchen is mount 
ed on a cart drawn by a mule or stou 
pony. Into the boiler is thrown every 
thing which the troops can pick up— 
(owls, pigs, etc.—and the soup is cook 
ed as the column proceeds. 
It can 


then be served at any time without de- 
laying the forward movement a mo 
ment. The boiler is fitted witn a col 
lapslble chimney, and the whole outfi 
ia in compact form. 


The Japanese troops use less mea 


than the Russians, their principal die 
being rice and dried fish. Their com 
missnriat system is reduced to a re 
markable degree of perfection.

food is light, and the way in which i 
Is packed makes It very easy of trans 
port. 


A Remarkable Shot

"The most remarkable shot that ever

At any rate, somebody would be killed. 


'Treat sauntered across the street to 


a gate at one of the corners of the 
park. His hat was drawn down ovei 
his eyes so that I couldn't see the ex 
pression on his face, but something in 
the quick turns of his head told me he 
was taking in every possibility of the 
situation, especially a knot of proslav 
ery men who took position near the 
gate he entered. 


"There were two walks running be- 


tween the four corners.. Skinner was 
coming from the diagonal corner, 
think the corners at which the two 
men entered were about 500 feet apart 
Skinner had barely left his corner and 
so far as I could see, had not drawn a 
weapon.

To incorporate tbe window suat suc- 


cessfully within tbe architectural lines 
of th*1 house it is necessary to realize 
the importance of thi.s part of the in- 
terior fittings while the plans are in 
preparation. 
The remodeling of an 


old house sometimes make's the intro- 
duction of a window seat practicable. 


Window seats, notwithstanding their 


popular appreciation, are rarely over- 
done. 
One may call to mind single 


rooms where the window seat con- 
tributed to the attraction, but the 
house is still to be built that is render- 
ed distinctive throughout this feature. 
Window seats are disappointing when 
they are not properly located and when 
their construction is not rightly under- 
stood. A window seat in an entrance 
hall where no one sits and where it 
receives only casual attention is prac- 
tically wasted. 
Formal rooms of tbe 


house make no especial claim for the 
window seat, but its presence in tbe 
living rooms is a means for securing 
cozy, inviting looking interiors. 
Tbe 


best situation for the window seat 
must be a question for individual de- 
cision. The dini'ig room lint probably 
the most urgent claim when it is much 
in demand for afternoon or evening 
entertainment, 
and 
the picturesque 


quality of the window bent is always 
welcome among the conventional fur- 
nishings of this apartment. 


Brick houses with walls eighteen or 


more inches deep offer the simplest so- 
lution to the making of window seats, 
but with walls of ordinary thickness 
good effects can bu made by projecting 
a casement window- outside of the run- 
ning wall. Tliis has been done, as in 
the illustration, whore tlie window and 
seat combine with the fireplace to make 
a charming living room. Sometimes 
nn uneven line of wall or a "jog" in- 
vites tlie introduction of a window
